when the seals started north from 
the California coasts the Japaneao 
fleets followed them and tho slaugh- 
ter was continued Into Bering Sea. 
After the seals nave located them- 
selves on the Islands the Japanese 
vessels 
took 
positions outside 
the 


three-mile limit and when the seals 
wont beyond this to feed they were 
In constant danger. 
The great ma- 


jority of the seals they killed were 
females. 
Those that were killed on 


the trip north were In search of the 
breeding ground and each female was 
near the time of tho birth of a young 
one. 
Those that were killed while 


feeding off the Islands were mothers 
with pups at home, and these starved 
to death if she did not return. 
They 


can not be raised without her. A 


« per cent, of those killed at sea 


sink ami are seen no more. 
Figur- 


ing all phases of this manner of get- 
ting skins, the lives of three seals 
are given up for each skin secured. 
The herd \vas being thus stamped out 
and the world's supply of seal skins 
was e,.,min(T to nothing. 


Japan and tho other nations most 


directly interested have now waived 
iho right to k i l l these seals on the 
hlsh =cas, and the herd stands 
a 


chance of increasing a hundred fold 
in a short time, and other hundred 
folds a." the years pass. 
The seal 


.skins of tho world will correspond- 
ingly 
Increase. 
Ore.dlt 
should 
be 


givon the I'nited States for an unsel- 
lish desire to maintain the scnl herds 
pf t h o north, but the profits that she 
s destined to ri>np through the pres- 
ent, treaty mi^ht well lead to the 
claims

tive. The s.-al herd? .is protected un- 
der the new treaty and as managed 
in tho lit;ht of an understanding of

v.-xir.fc these nations is a happy one 
and along the
